III. Claims 5, 14, 17, 22, drawn to a method of inhibiting endothelial cell proliferation 
by administering a BPI protein product, classified in class 514, subclass 12. 

IV. Claims 6, 14, 18, draw n to a method of treating endometriosis by administering a 
BPI protein product, classified in class 514, subclass 12. 

V. Claims 7, 14, 19, drawn to a method of contraception by administering a BPI 
protein product, classified in class 514, subclass 12. 

VI. Claims 8, 9, 14, 20, 21, drawn to a method of inhibiting tumor cell proliferation 
by administering a BPI protein product, classified in class 514, subclass 12. 

VII. Claims 10-13, 14, drawn to a method of treating chronic inflammation by 
administering a BPI protein product, classified in class 514, subclass 12.

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the searches 
required are not co-extensive, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention: arthritis, rheumatoid arthritis, and reactive arthritis.
